obtainable only by panging certain careful 
tests, for every driver. 
O thers do not.

father buys a m otor car, any one in the lam- 
ily may drive it, regardless of individual fit­ 
ness. 
The safety council in a city of the latter 
(Troup has recently found that there are many 
drivers whose vision is defective and who 
therefore 
menace their own and others’ 
safety every tim e they drive. 
T he council 
has offered to test ch au ffeu rs’ eyes free of 
charge. 
It cannot com pel those it finds with 
defective vision either to give up driving or 
to have the defects corrected. Hut it does ex­ 
pect to com pile a list of sufficiently striking 
exam ples to im press the state legislature 
w ith the need ct a drivers’ license law which 
would require th e exam ination of all drivers 
for ply aical aud m ental fitness to operate 
m otor vehicU *. 
Certainly a driver should be able to recog 
mze danger signals at a glum e, to load warn­ 
ing signs readily and to k-«,e clearly signal - 
given by d n v< is ahead of him.
